' During  the  year  the  business  premises_as®^'~:iatrl  with 
distribution  of  Food  6c.  were  systematically  inspected  with 
fcjatisfactory  results. 


'oection  F - Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

Only  three  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  viz  one  each  of  Chicken  Pox,  Pnemiionia  and  Measles 

A nuinber  of  Children  accompanied  by  their  Teachers  Y/ere 
evacuated  into  the  District  from  London  in  September  On  arrival 
they  were  Y/elcomed  by  many  lady  volunteers  and  after  being  enter-* 
tained  to  tea  were  iimediatelj^  examined,  help  being  given  by 
several  V.A. D.'s  and  local  Doctors. 

Meanwhile,  owing  to  the  possibility  of  some  infectious 
disease  being  introduced  into  the  District  by  the  arrival  of  so 
many  evacuees,  it  viras  decided  to  put  into  operation  a Scheme  for 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Before  this  could  be  done, 
parental  consent  had  to  be  obtained,  together  with  the  necessary 
record  cards,,  With  the  invaluable  help  rendered  by  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  various  Schools  in  arrajiging  for  the  completion 
of  the  consent  forms  and  the  record  cards  a large  number  of 
children  were  imnunised  with  A. P.T,  by  the  two  inoection  method, 
that  is  to  say,  one  mcrth  intervening  betY/een  the  first  and  second 
injection.  I ’was  present  throughout  every  Session.  Strict  anti- 
septic precautions  ivere  taken  and  a separate  sterilised  needle  v/as 
used  in  every  case.  No  umtoward  reactions  Y/ere  brought  to  my 
notice.  In  connection  Y/ith  this  subject  it  may  be  stated  that 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  since  February  193 "I.:
